Michael  Goldbloom 

Born  in  Montreal,  the  son  of  Dr.  Victor 
and  Sheila  Goldbloom,  Michael  Goldbloom 
graduated  from  Selwyn  House  School  in 
1969  and  attended  Williston  Academy  before 
receiving  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1974 
from  Harvard  University.  He  received  a 
Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  degree  in  1978  and  a 
Bachelor  of  Law  degree  in  1979  from  McGill 
LJniversity.  Mr.  Goldbloom  was  called  to  the 
Quebec  Bar  in  1981. 

Mr.  Goldbloom  began  his  professional  career  in 
1981  as  a  labour  lawyer  at  Martineau  Walker 
(now  Fasken  Martineau).  From  1985  to  1987, 
he  was  the  president  of  Alliance  Quebec,  and 
in  1991  Mr.  Goldbloom  became  President  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the 
Montreal  YMCA,  Montreal's  largest  and  oldest  community  organization.  In 
1994  he  took  over  the  reins  of  another  Montreal  institution  as  Publisher  of 
The  Gazette,  a  position  Mr.  Goldbloom  held  until  2001.  In  2003,  following 
a  year  as  a  Visiting  Scholar  at  the  McGill  Institute  for  the  Study  of  Canada, 
Mr.  Goldbloom  was  named  Deputy  Publisher  of  the  Toronto  Star,  and  became 
Publisher  one  year  later.  In  2007  he  was  appointed  Vice-Principal  (Public 
Affairs)  and  Senior  Fellow  in  Media  and  Public  Policy  at  McGill  University. 
Michael  Goldbloom  was  recently  named  Principal  and  Vice-Chancellor  of 
Bishop's  University  in  Lennoxville,  Quebec. 

Since  his  graduation  in  1969,  Michael  Goldbloom  has  always  kept  a  strong 
association  with  Selwyn  House  School.  He  was  Chairman  of  the  Board  from 
1997-2003.  He  was  also  an  active  member  of  the  Cabinet  for  the  Annual 
Fundraising  Campaign  and  The  Veritas  Fund.

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  a  new  generation  of  Canadians  is 
pursuing  the  ideals  that  he  embodied.

Yves  For  tier 

L.  Yves  Fortier  has  been  chairman  of  the 
Ogilvy  Renault  firm  since  January  1992 
and  is  recognized  as  a  top  international 
arbitrator. 


As  a  trial  lawyer,  Mr.  Fortier  has  pleaded 
important  cases  before  all  court  jurisdictions 
in  Canada  and  before  domestic  as  well  as 
international  arbitral  tribunals.  He  has 
also  served  as  an  arbitrator  and  chairman 
on  many  ad  hoc  international  arbitration 
tribunals  as  well  as  tribunals  constituted  by  different  arbitral  institutions, 
including  the  International  Arbitration  Court  of  the  International  Chamber 
of  Commerce  (Paris),  the  London  Court  of  International  Arbitration 
(LCIA),  the  American  Arbitration  Association  (New  York),  the  Court  of 
Arbitration  for  Sport  (Lausanne),  the  Zurich  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  International  Centre  for  Settlement  of  Investment  Disputes  (ICSID).  In 
1984,  he  represented  Canada  before  the  International  Court  of  Justice  in  The 
Hague  in  the  Canada-U.S.  Gulf  of  Maine  case. 

Since  being  called  to  the  Bar,  he  has  served  as  Counsel  to  many  Royal 
Commissions  and  Commissions  of  Inquiry  in  Canada.  He  has  also  been 
appointed  to  numerous  positions  with  the  United  Nations.  In  July  1988,  Mr. 
Fortier  was  appointed  Canada's  Ambassador  and  Permanent  Representative 
to  the  United  Nations  in  New  York.  On  leave  from  his  law  practice,  Mr. 
Fortier  served  as  Canada's  Ambassador  until  January  1992.  During  his  term 
at  the  United  Nations,  Mr.  Fortier  was  Canada's  Chief  Delegate  to  the  43rd, 
44th  and  46th  Sessions  of  the  UN  General  Assembly.  In  September  1990,  he 
was  elected  Vice-President  of  the  45th  General  Assembly. 

From  January  1989  to  December  1990,  Mr.  Fortier  served  as  Canada's 
Representative  to  the  Security  Council  of  the  United  Nations.  In  1989,  he 
served  as  President  of  the  Council.  While  in  New  York,  Mr.  Fortier  was 
a  Director  of  the  International  Peace  Academy  and  the  United  Nations 
International  School.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
International  Association  of  Permanent  Representatives  to  the  United 
Nations. 

Mr.  Fortier  has  also  held  prominent  positions  with  the  International  Court 
of  Justice,  ICSID  Panel  of  Conciliators  and  Arbitrators,  LCIA,  Hong  Kong 
International  Arbitration  Court,  and  other  national  and  international 
committees  and  tribunals. 
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/I  s  I  have  watched  my  grandchildren  —  some  of  whom  are  Selwyn 
A~U  House  graduates  —  grow  and  mature,  I  liavc  hecn  struck  not  only 
^  JL  by  their  interest  in  world  issues,  from  glol)al  warming  to  the  AIDS 
crisis  and  human  rights  abuses,  l)ut  also  by  their  commitment  to  social 
change  and  justice.   They  understand,  as  former  Prime  Minister  Pierre  Elliott 
Trudeau  so  aptly  stated  that  "interdependence  is  the  dominant  fact  of  life  in 
our  era  —  that  we  are  all  responsible  for  each  other's  well-being." 

One  of  the  strengths  of  the  Selwyn  House  community  is  that  it  brings 
together  students  and  faculty  from  different  backgrounds  and  cultures 
with  the  goal  of  creating  a  civil  community  built  on  tolerance  and  respect 
for  the  individual.  In  so  doing,  the  School  continues  to  work  to  l)r()aden 
students'  horizons  and  to  inspire  them  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  their 
neighbours.  From  my  own  experience  at  the  United  Nations,  I  am  convinced 
that  it  is  these  kinds  of  individual  initiatives  that  are  the  key  to  building 
understanding  and  addressing  global  challenges.

Royal  Orr  is  Senior  Associate  with  Jonathan 
Goldbloom  and  Associates  Strategic  Counsel  in 
Montreal. 

He  was  born  in  1956  in  Sherbrooke,  Quebec  and 
was  raised  in  the  Eastern  Townships. 

Royal  has  worked  as  a  community  organizer, 
a  broadcaster  and  film-maker,  and  a 
communications  consultant.  His  family's 
involvement  with  HIV  issues  in  Tanzania  and 
with  Highlands  Hope  dates  from  2004.  He  lives 
in  Hatley,  Quebec. 


Highlands  Hope  of  Tanzania 

Highlands  Hope  of  Tanzania  is  an  association  of  nurses  who  work  as  HIV- 
AIDS  counsellors  and  caregivers  in  the  southern  highlands  of  Tanzania. 

Currently,  their  members  are  part  of  the  healthcare  staff  at  Consolata 
Hospital  in  Ikonda,  the  TANWAT  Company  Hospital  in  Njombe,  and 
the  PIUMA  HIV  Testing  Centre  in  Bulongwa.  HIV-AIDS  is  an  enormous 
problem  in  their  part  of  Africa,  with  an  estimated  prevalence  of  18-20  per 
cent  in  the  adult  population  of  Njombe  and  Makete  Districts.  Thousands  of 
children  are  already  orphaned  by  the  disease  in  the  area. 

The  nurses  of  these  institutions,  along  with  physician  and  lab  technologist 
partners,  patients  and  volunteers,  have  been  responding  to  the  challenge 
of  the  HIV  pandemic  for  a  decade  within  the  limitations  of  their 
rural  Tanzanian  setting  and  resources.  Their  response  has  always  been 
characterized  by  a  clear  focus  on  meeting  the  needs  of  their  patients,  on 
maximizing  effective  and  efficient  use  of  limited  healthcare  resources  and  on 
providing  the  highest  quality  of  care. 

The  McGill  University  School  of  Nursing  has  partnered  with  Highlands 
Hope  of  Tanzania  to  develop  training  resources  and  professional  exchanges 
with  them.  TANWAT  Hospital  is  an  official  McGill  training  site,  and 
training  resources  have  already  been  developed  in  pain  management  jointly 
with  Highlands  Hope  nurses.  Other  modules  are  underway. 
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Emily  Bass 

Emily  Bass  has  worked  as  a  science  writer, 
acrivisr  and  advocate  on  HIV-AIDS  for  a 
decade,  and  is  presently  Program  Director 
at  the  AIDS  Vaccine  Advocacy  Coalition, 
a  New  York-lxised  non-profit  organization 
focused  on  accelerating  the  development  of 
additional  HIV  prevention  strategies  through 
ethical  clinical  trials  and  rigorous  science. 
She  has  written  about  HIV-AIDS  and  public 
health  for  the  The  Lancet,  The  Lancet  Infectious 
Diseases,  MS.,  Salon,  Old,  Poz  and  HIV  Plus 
magazines.  In  2004,  with  the  support  of  a  Fulbright  Grant,  she  moved  to 
Uganda  to  conduct  research  for  a  book  about  the  introduction  and  "scale 
up"  of  AIDS  treatment  programs  around  the  country.  Her  work  has  been 
influenced  and  expanded  by  collaborations  with  groups  of  HIV-positive 
women  in  east  and  southern  Africa.  She  received  her  undergraduate  degree  in 
biology  from  Bryn  Mawr  College  and  is  currently  finishing  a  book  on  AIDS 
treatment  in  Uganda  as  a  candidate  for  an  MFA  in  creative  writing  at  Hunter 
College  in  New  York  City. 


AIDS  Vaccine  Advocacy  Coalition 

The  AIDS  Vaccine  Advocacy  Coalition  (AVAC)  is  a  14-year-old  non-profit 
organization  that  originated  as  one  the  first  citizen-based  advocacy  groups  to 
focus  monitoring  and  advocacy  efforts  on  the  search  for  a  vaccine  to  prevent 
HIV  infections.  Over  the  past  decade-plus,  AVAC's  focus  has  expanded  to 
include  a  range  of  experimental  biomedical  prevention  strategies  which,  if 
identified,  could  be  used  in  combination  with  proven  methods  like  male  and 
female  condoms  and  clean  needles  to  help  reduce  the  risk  of  HIV  infection. 
These  experimental  strategies  include  vaccines,  microbicides  (topical  agents 
that  could  be  used  vaginally  or  rectally),  male  circumcision  and  pre-exposure 
prophylaxis  using  anti-HIV  medications.  AVAC  also  focuses  on  the  ethics 
of  clinical  trials,  community  education  and  collaborative  partnership  with 
groups  in  Africa  and  around  the  world.

David  Danylewich  is  the 
Director  of  Field  Operations 
at  Right  To  Play,  where  he  is 
responsible  for  all  programming 
and  operations  in  over  20 
developing  countries  with  a 
staff  team  of  over  300.  Prior 
to  Right  To  Play,  David  was 
the  Executive  Director  for 
four  years  at  Youth  Challenge 
International,  a  global  youth 
development  organization 
based  in  Canada.  David  has  also  worked  for  a  variety  of  other  youth  and 
international  development  organizations,  both  domestically  and  abroad,  in 
his  twelve-year  working  career  and  he  has  served  as  a  director  on  non-profit 
boards.  David  has  an  Honours  B.A.  and  an  M.B.A.  from  the  University  of 
Toronto.  David  is  married  with  two  young  children  and  in  his  limited  spare 
time  is  an  avid  squash  and  tennis  player  as  well  as  a  cyclist.

Right  To  Play  is  an  international  humanitarian  organization  that  uses  sports 
and  play  programs  to  improve  health,  develop  life  skills,  and  foster  peace 
for  children  and  communities  in  the  most  disadvantaged  areas  of  the  world. 
Working  in  both  the  humanitarian  and  development  context,  Right  To  Play 
builds  local  capacity  by  training  community  leaders  as  coaches  to  deliver  its 
programs  in  more  than  20  countries  affected  by  war,  poverty,  and  disease 
in  Africa,  Asia  and  the  Middle  East.  Founded  in  2003,  Right  To  Play  is 
headquartered  in  Toronto,  and  has  national  offices  in  Canada,  Norway,  The 
Netherlands,  Switzerland,  United  Arab  Emirates,  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
the  United  States.  The  national  offices  raise  funds,  build  awareness  for  Right 
To  Play  programs  and  advocate  for  sport  for  development.

International  (RI),  an  intlcpcndcnt  advocacy 
i;roup  l)ased  in  Washington,  D.C.  While  at 
RI,  Patrick  has  conducted  research  missions 
in  Afghanistan,  Pakistan,  Somalia,  Yemen, 
the  (x-ntral  African  Republic  and  Zimbabwe. 
Previously  Patrick  worked  for  Mcdecins  Sans 
Fronticres  /  Doctors  Without  Borders  for 
three  years:  first  in  Indonesia  during  the  2004 
tsunami,  then  in  Somalia  and  finally  in  Chad  in 
refugee  camps  on  the  border  with  Darfur.  Prior 
to  working  with  MSF,  he  spent  three  years  in 
China,  where  he  worked  in  investor  relations.  Mr.  Duplat  has  a  Bachelor's 
degree  from  McGill  University  in  Management  and  a  Master's  degree  in 
Global  Politics  from  the  London  School  of  Economics.

Alusine  Bah  was  born  in  Ycngcma  Town  in 
Sierra  Lconc,  a  counrry  of  wcsrcrn  Africa 
l)ordcrcd  to  the  north  and  in  the  cast  l)y 
Guinea  and  in  southeast  l)y  Liberia.  He  was 
14  years  old  when  his  town  was  attacked 
by  the  Revolutionary  United  Front  (RUF) 
rebels.  He  was  at  school  at  the  time  of  the 
attack  and  when  he  ran  home,  his  family 
had  vanished.

^^^^^^^B        ^^^^^^H    It  wasn't  long  before  he  was  found  by  the 
Hii^^^^W        HlHHHHI    Sierra  Leone  Army  and  forced  to  become  one 
of  their  many  child  soldiers.  Surviving  this  was  a  miracle. 

For  two  years,  Alusine  was  a  child  soldier  in  the  army  before  he  was  rescued 
by  the  Catholic  Church's  "Children  Affected  by  War"  program  (CAW).  He 
was  sent  to  a  rehabilitation  centre  to  begin  the  long  and  difficult  recovery 
and  normalization  of  his  life. 

In  November,  1996,  Alusine  was  one  of  two  child  soldiers  from  Sierra  Leone 
chosen  to  come  to  New  York  to  speak  at  the  United  Nations  about  how 
children's  rights  are  being  violated  in  war-affected  countries  and  the  impact 
of  war  on  children.  Ishmael  Beah  was  the  other  child  soldier  from  Sierra 
Leone  chosen  for  the  UN  presentations,  and  they  met  at  that  time. 

It  was  during  this  trip  that  Alusine  met  Bob  Wright,  a  Canadian.  It  was  a 
chance  meeting  that  was  to  change  his  life.  After  speaking  at  the  United 
Nations,  Alusine  returned  to  Sierra  Leone  and  lived  with  a  foster  parent  in 
Freetown.  Meanwhile,  Bob  Wright  offered  to  help  him  come  to  Canada,  and 
began  the  long  process  to  sponsor  Alusine  to  bring  him  to  Montreal. 

In  2003,  Alusine  set  foot  on  North  American  soil  to  start  a  new  life  in  a  very 
different  world.  Almost  ten  years  after  that  attack  on  his  village,  Alusine 
discovered  through  the  Red  Cross  that  his  mother  and  other  siblings  had 
survived  the  attack  on  their  village  and  were  living  in  refuge  in  Guinea.  His 
father  has  never  been  found. 

Since  coming  to  Canada,  Alusine  returned  to  school,  after  an  eight-year 
interruption.  He  has  been  working  hard  on  his  education  and  to  build  his 
future  in  Canada.

(nibe  graduated  from  Sclwyn  House  in  2005  aiul 
went  on  to  study  health  sciences  at  Marianopohs 
(College.  He  is  currently  a  student  of  McGill's  School 
of  Environment,  specializing  in  renewable  resource 
management.  As  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Youth 
Sailing  Team  in  2005  and  the  Quel)ec  Sailing  Team 
from  2004  to  2007,  Gabe  sailed  competitively  at  an 
international  level.  He  is  also  an  avid  skier,  having 
raced  provincially  and  now  in  the  university  circuit, 
acting  as  a  member  of  the  McGill  Ski  Team  council. 
This  past  summer,  Gabe  traveled  to  Tanzania,  where  he  worked  with  PIT  IMA 
to  help  set  up  their  first  website.  The  website  is  now  fully  functional  and 
updated  regularly  by  the  local  staff. 

PIUMA 

PIUMA,  a  Swahili  acronym  meaning  "to  test  and  live  with  hope,"  was 
formed  in  2005  to  fight  for  high-quality  HIV-AIDS  education,  testing  and 
treatment  in  the  Makete  District  of  Southern  Tanzania.  Beginning  with 
just  seven  members,  over  173  people  from  villages  as  far  as  30  kilometres 
from  the  organization's  base  now  call  themselves  members.   With  all  of  its 
members  living  with  HIV,  PIUMA  has  drawn  on  the  collective  strength  of  its 
membership  to  challenge  corruption  in  the  church  and  government  hospitals 
and  raise  their  standards  of  care.  However,  PIUMA's  main  focus  remains 
education  about  HIV  and  the  benefits  of  getting  tested.  Its  Voluntary 
Counseling  and  Testing  (VCT)  facility  allows  people  to  seek  information  and 
to  get  tested  free  of  charge,  and  acts  as  a  hub  for  outreach  campaigns  where 
these  services  are  brought  to  more  remote  villages. 

Unfortunately,  PIUMA's  successes  have  often  caused  local  officials  to  try 
to  block  it,  having  its  VCT  shut  down  and  re-opened  several  times  despite 
its  impressive  record  and  value  to  the  community.  Nonetheless,  PIUMA 
members  have  remained  strong.  In  some  villages  they  have  formed  groups 
of  sharecroppers  who  work  together  to  generate  an  income  to  finance  their 
treatment,  while  in  others  they  walk  together  to  the  hospital,  sometimes 
eight  hours  away,  to  make  sure  they  renew  their  monthly  prescriptions.  Some 
members,  trained  by  PIUMA  in  home-based  care,  teach  others  about  the 
benefits  of  diet  and  exercise.

Andy  Rosenhek  graduated  from  Selwyn  House  School  in 
2002  and  from  McGill  University  with  a  B.Sc.  in  psychology 
in  2007.  Taking  advantage  of  the  long  summer  vacations, 
he  travelled  to  Thailand,  Laos,  India,  Tanzania,  and  Peru 
and  developed  an  interest  in  international  volunteerism. 
While  in  Tanzania  and  Peru,  he  got  involved  with  two 
NGOs  that  work  with  underprivileged  children,  teaching 
English,  mathematics,  and  geography.  In  2007,  Andy  began 
flindraising  for  a  Tanzanian  NGO  called  The  Matunda 
Cultural  Tourism  Project  to  help  with  expanding  a  school  and  building  an 
orphanage  for  the  local  children  of  the  Kimundo  Village  in  Northern  Tanzania. 
He  has  raised  over  $14,000  to  date  and  plans  on  returning  to  Tanzania  this  year 
to  help  implement  this  project.  With  the  help  of  Tom  Williams,  CEO  of  the  give 
meaning  Foundation,  Andy  has  also  begun  developing  a  concept  for  a  website 
that  aims  to  make  international  volunteering  more  affordable  and  efficient  for 
those  looking  to  get  involved.  In  the  fall  of  2009,  Andy  will  begin  his  studies 
at  McGill  University's  Faculty  of  Law,  with  the  hopes  of  pursuing  a  career  in 
international  development. 

Peace  Matunda  Orphanage 

Peace  Matunda  Orphanage  and  Children's  Centre's  mission  is  to  provide  orphans 
and  children  living  in  difficult  conditions  with  basic  education,  proper  housing, 
adequate  health  care  and  nutrition  along  with  daily  necessities  to  ensure  them  a 
better  quality  of  life  and  prosperous  future.  The  orphanage,  primary  school,  and 
the  preschool  are  situated  on  the  slopes  of  Mount  Mem  in  Tanzania,  Africa. 

Peace  Matunda  Orphanage  and  Children's  Centre  is  a  division  of  the  Matunda 
Cultural  Tourism  Project,  a  non-governmental  and  non-profit  organization  that 
runs  under  the  management  of  Mfulony  villagers  through  their  representatives. 
The  project  was  started  in  2000  by  Unambwe  Zephania  Kaaya,  a  professional 
wildlife  guide  and  community  leader,  who  was  born  and  raised  in  the  area. 

The  community  is  home  to  orphans,  homeless,  abandoned,  and  mentally  disabled 
children  who  need  an  education  but  cannot  afford  the  school  fees.  Mentally 
disabled  children  are  often  left  out  of  the  educational  system  in  Tanzania  due  to  a 
lack  of  resources. 

The  project  is  still  in  its  early  phases,  but  is  already  helping  to  provide  over  50 
local  children  with  a  primary-school  education,  as  well  as  providing  a  home  for 
a  number  of  the  local  orphans.  Relying  on  the  work  of  its  volunteers,  the  Centre 
hopes  to  expand  in  the  near  future  to  be  able  to  accommodate  a  growing  number 
of  children  in  need  of  basic  shelter  and  education.

With  assistance  from  MIT's  Public 
Service  Center,  SGH  coordinated  efforts  to  successfidly  raise  over  $80,000 
to  support  healthcare  projects  and  public  service  internships  for  students. 
As  the  organization's  first  endeavour,  SGH  worked  with  students  at  MIT 
and  McGill  University  to  create  a  fully  sustainable  non-profit  stroke- 
rehabilitation  centre  in  Malaysia.  By  fostering  student-led  community 
volunteer  programs  and  implementing  innovative  rehabilitative  technologies, 
the  stroke  centre  now  provides  free  healthcare  support  to  over  20  patients 
per  day  and  almost  300  patients  over  the  past  six  months.

The  IRC  has  since  become  one  of  the  world's 
leading  refugee  aid  organizations.   On  the  ground  in  42  countries,  the  IRC 
provides  emergency  relief,  relocates  refugees  in  Western  countries,  and 
rebuilds  lives  in  the  wake  of  disaster.   New  York  serves  both  as  the  global 
headquarters  for  the  organization  and  as  the  largest  of  their  25  resettlement 
offices  throughout  the  United  States.  The  Youth  Program  operates  as  part 
of  the  Resettlement  Program  and  works  with  resettled  refugee  children  in 
remedial  academic  instruction  and  personal  rehabilitation.

Jenn's  approach  to  life  comes  across  in  the  work  she  does  with  charitable 
organizations  such  as  Plan,  one  of  the  world's  largest  international  child- 
centred  development  organizations,  and  Kids  Kottage.  In  2007,  Jenn  visited 
Rwanda  along  with  three  other  Canadian  Olympic  medalists,  demonstrating 
the  importance  of  sports  and  play  in  a  child's  development.  In  2008,  Jenn 
traveled  to  Burkina  Faso  in  support  of  the  "Because  I  am  a  Girl"  campaign, 
which  is  calling  on  world  leaders  to  protect  the  rights  of  girls  and  young 
women  around  the  world. 

Jenn  has  been  active  in  the  establishment  of  B2ten,  a  program  created  with 
the  financial  support  of  Canadian  business  leaders.   B2ten  provides  amateur 
athletes  the  means  to  access,  without  limitation,  top-level  sporting  resources 
in  order  to  maximize  their  full  potential. 

A  commitment  to  attract  the  next  generation  of  female  athletes  to  sport  sees 
Jenn  hosting  an  annual  girls-only  ski  camp  while  also  speaking  to  students 
across  the  country.  Her  "Dare  to  Dream"  theme  is  embedded  in  her  talks. 
She  views  her  own  experience  as  proof  positive  of  what  can  happen  when  one 
pursues  a  dream.

ONEXONE  is  a  non-profit  foundation  committed  to  supporting 
charities  both  locally  (Boys  and  Girls  Club,  First  Nations  of  Canada,  Right  to 
Play,  Child  Find,  War  Child)  and  abroad  (Millennium  Promise,  Water  Partner/ 
H20  Africa  and  Yele  Haiti).  Led  by  ambassador  Matt  Damon  and  musical 
ambassador  Wyclef  Jean,  celebrity  visitors  have  included  Bono,  Brad  Pitt,  John 
Legend,  Elle  MacPherson  and  Penelope  Cruz. 

In  the  three  years  since  ONEXONE's  inception,  the  foundation  has  grossed 
close  to  $7M  to  support  children  around  the  world  living  in  poverty,  and  this 
year  will  expand  its  mission  to  Haiti,  as  well  as  establishing  a  specific  program 
to  support  Canada's  First  Nations.  Joey  is  also  responsible  for  creating  the 
Adler/Sheiner  patient  support  program  at  the  Jewish  General  Hospital,  to 
assist  families  in  coping  with  serious  illness,  and  has  been  instrumental  in  Lou's 
House,  a  cancer  support  home  recently  built  in  Montreal.

Bob  Rae 

Bob  Rae  is  the  Member  of  Parliament  for  the 
federal  riding  of  Toronto  Centre.  He  also  serves  as 
the  Liberal  Party's  spokesman  on  foreign  policy, 
and  is  co-chair  of  the  Platform  Committee. 

Bob  Rae  served  as  Ontario's  21st  Premier,  and 
has  been  elected  eight  times  to  federal  and 
provincial  parliaments. 

Mr.  Rae  has  a  BA  and  an  LLB  from  the 
University  of  Toronto  and  was  a  Rhodes  Scholar 
from  Ontario  in  1969.  He  obtained  a  B.Phil
